BENGAL EXTRACTS. 
ASIATIC MIRROR, Freruary 19. 


e now offer a more correct aad full ac. 
count of operations before Kallingur, than 
the scantiness of materials allowed us to pre. 
pare for the Mirror of last week. 

In the afterioon of the 27th January, the 
Batteries on the hill of Kallingurree, which. 
commands the Fort, being completed, five 
Companies from the 2d, and five from the ôth 
Regiment of Native Infantry, were ordered 
to be in readiness to move at sun set. Ata 
few minutes past seven in the evening, they 
advanced towards the town of Kallingur, 
situated at the foot of the hill of the same: 
name. At about the distance of 190 yards 
from the defence of the town, the party halt 
ed and took post under cover of a wall 
where they began to erect a battery. The 
night proved favorable to their enterprize, for 
under cover of the darkness, and profound 
silence being maintained, the work proceeded 
with such concealment from the enemy, that 
their first intimation of the close approach of 
our troops, was a shot from the battery, 
which had been completed during the night and 
Which opened its fire at day-break ;—the first 
fire from this battery was the signal to those 
on the hill of Kallingurreeto open their guns 
against the Fort, SE Alf 
_ The town’s people fed upon the first shot 
from the battery, and the sepojs rushing for. 
ward scaled the wall, and pessessed themselves 
of thetewn without much difficulty, and with 
very tritling loss, although a smart fire of 
musqhetry was.maintained.by the garrison. 

Two batteries had been erected on the hill 

of Kallinguree, oue on the summit at the dis 
fance of 856, yards frem the point to be 
breached ; the other lawer down, on a shout. 
der of the hill projecting towards the Fort, 
the fre. from both opened, as above noticed 

at sun.rise on the morning of the 28th of 
January. During the frst three days, four 
18-pounders only were employed fer battering 
in breach; but the wall proving thicker -than 
expected, two 18-pounders which had been 
employed in fring at the principal gatesway, 
were added on the 31st to the batteries on the 
hill ; anda smart well directed fire was maïn. 
tained from those six 18. pounders till the evene 
ing of the Ist current; when the breach was 
‘reported practicable. Preparations"were then 
made to carry the Fort by storm on the followe 
ing morning. enn . 

„Fer this duty fve Companies of His Majes. 
ty’s 53d Regiment, under Colonel Mawbey, 
twelve Grenadier and nine Light Cempanies 
óf Native Infantry, under Lieuteuant Colonel 
Roderick -#'raser…ard „Major Gumbertedge,- 
were paraded at the foot of the hill, at 3 
@'clock on the morning of Sunday the 2d cur. 
rent, the whole in one column of attack, 
under command ef Celonel Mawbey, who 
led with the five Companies of the 53d; the 
Companies of Native Infantry following in 
the order of seniority of their corps. It was 
intended that the storming party should gain 
the top ef the hill, and there remain under 
cover of the jungle as near to the breach as 
possible, till about sun rise, when a false at. 
tack was to be made on the opposite side of 
the Fort by a party under Major Kelly; and 
the âre from the party engaged in the feigned 
ättack was to be the signal for the column uue 
der Colonel Mawbey to advance to the asa 
sault. ij . 

‚ Matters being thus ordered, the column as. 
cended the hill; and when within about 200 
yards of the breach, they were halted and’ or- 
dered to lye down in the jungle, to await. the 
sigaal of attack, Unluckily the móvement 
was discovered by the enemy, who immee 
diately opened a galling fire upon our. 
troops, as they lay exposed within 200 


yards of the bastion of. the Fort. ‘In this 


way the column remained for nearly 15° mine 
utes, exposed to the fire of. the garrison, 
“when Coloné] Mawbey led on his column to 
the breach, to which the ladders had been. 
proviousty applied by the pioneers. The ap. 
proach ran along a narrow path of steep and 
difficult ascent, and immediately below the 
breach, wag a rocky precipice from 15 to” 
20:feet high and nearly perpendicular; ta this 
‚the ladders were applied, as it was necessary - 
to moúnt the rack before the 
entered, — 
‚ The instant the column began to advance, 
the fre from the garrison was redoubled, and 
large spherical ètones, projected in incessant: 
volleys along the precipitous descent, gathera 
ed force and impetuosity as they rolled, 
hearing down whatever opposed their progress, 
But danger and diffeutty‘have no other efféct. 
upou the brave than to exalt their courage 
and to animate. their exertions—the troops 
accordingly advanced with daring intrepidstyp 
to the foot of the rock, where they found the 
„greater part of the ladders destroyed—this 
loss was irreparáble; nevertheless the attemgt - 
to storm was continued: The head of the 


‚column, consisting of the Grenadiers of the 53 * 


mounted “with alacrity by’the few ladders: 
that were still serviceable, ‘and gaimed the 
summit of the rock ; but their numbers were: 
too few ta avail ; the breach was: filled with 


the troops af the garrison, who armed with 


match.locks and spears bravely and suceéss. : 
fully defended themselves against the handful 
of heroes who mounted the rock. The at 


tack continued fram twenty.five to thirty 
minutes, and by that time the whole of the 
Jadders being broken or unserviceable, and 


before the attack. 


„tender of this almost impregnable 


breach could be: . 


the dificalty of ascent being thus rendered 
insurmountabie, a retreat was ordered, which 
was effected with the utmost order and regu. 
larity. s 
The loss sustained in thìs gallant, though 
Unsuccessfgl attack, has been great sof the 
five Companies of the 53d Regiment, 128 men 
are stated to be killed or wounded; among 
their Officers, Captain Fraser and Adjutant 
Nice were killed; Captain Cuppage severely 
wounded; Captain Ceultwan, and Lieute. 
nants Stone, Young, Stuart, Daley, Davies 
and Booth, are among the Wounded. Of the 
17 Officers of the 53d who were engaged in 
the attack, four only returned unhurt. The 
Pioneers consisted of 120 men : of that num- 
ber 45 were killed or wounded. Captain 
Faithful who led the Pioneers was dangerous. 
Jy wounded. The number of the killed and 
Wounded in. the Grenadier and Light Com. 
panies of Sepoys engaged in the attack, has 
net reached us; but we understand the casu. 
alties among them are comparatively few, ow- 
ing to the path of ascent being so narrow that 
the loss fell chiefly. on the head of the column, 


Which on its approach sufiercd greatly ffom 


the fire of musquetry, and still more from the 
large stones rolled upon them from the garri 
son. ak : 
After the attack on the-morningof the 2d 
current, the batteries on Kallungeeree prepar. 
ed to renew their fire ; in order t enlargeo the 
breach; but the first attack, though failing in 
its diet and immediate object, gave an im. 
pression to the garrison that rendered a second 
unnecessary ; and the Kelledaur unwilling to 
abide the result of further hostile. operations, 
siguified his desire to the Agent of the Right 
Honorable the Governor General, to renew 
the negociations for the surrender of the Fort. 
The negociations were again opened accord. 
ingly, and were brought to a speedy and fan 
vourable conclusion by the acceptance, on 
the part of the Kelledaur, of the same terms 
of surrender that he had rejected a few days 
Hence it appears that al- 
though our troeps were unsuccessful at the 
woment of assault, yet, their valour, far from 
being, lost, has been finally crowned wit 
all the effect of complete victory.

of persons: to the mechanic they have opened 
a market for the productions of his labor and 


Skill: to the farmer for the products of his 


Fields; and, at the same time, they hare es. 
sentially aided the public revenue, by daties 
paid on the impartations. 
The foreign Commerce in which your Peti. 
tioners are engaged, is principally with the 
British West India Istands ; in conformity to 
the Laws of their Country, by which that 
trade was saactioned, and without any sus. 
picion that it would Suddenly hbe prohibited, 
they shipped during the last summer and 
autumn, as they have always been accustomed 
to do, numerous cargoes which have beën sold 
on credit in the Islands, on an engagemeut to 
receive payment in produce when the crops 
come in, which they usually do in the months 
of March and April. The propérty thus re. 
teived, they have been, in consequence of the 
Non.Importation Law, prevented from bring. 
ing home: and your Petitioners have now 
from this and other causes, a large amount of 
Property in the British West Indid Íslands, 
which must-remain there greatly ta their Tosa 
and disadvantage until that Law is repealed ;

I have received, fellow citizens, the petition 
which yon have addressed to me, répresenting 
the inconveniencies experienced fram the ex… 
isting Non-importation Law, and, solicitiag _ 
that the national legislature may be speedily 
Counvened. an Bg nes 
Ítis knaw to all, that the commerce of 
the United States-has, for a considerable pe- 
Tiod, been greatly abridged and aanoyed by 


edicts of the Belligerent Powers, each profes. 
sing retaliatida ooiy on the ether; but both 
violating the clearest rights of the United 
Statesasa neutraìnation. Ín this extraordinary 
state of things, the „legislature, willing to 
avoid a resort to twar, more especially during 
the concurzent aggressions ef two great Pow. 
ers, themselves. at war, the one with the 
other, and determined on the other hand a- 
gainst an uaqualified aequiescence, have endedv 
oured, by successive. and varied regulations 
affectiag the Commerce of the parties, to make 
it their interest to be just. 

Ia the act of Cougress out of which the ex. 
isting non-importatien has grown, the state of 
commerce was no otherwise qualified‘than by 
a provision, thatin case either of the Belt 
gerents should: revoke its anlawful edicts, and 
the other skould fail to do the same, our ports 
shall be shut to the vessels and merchandize of 
the latter. 'Chis próvision, which, like all 
our previous offers, repelted the very pretext 
set up by each, “that its edicts against our 
trade with the other, was required by an ac- 
quiescence in like edicts ef the other, was 
equally presented to the attention of both. In 
cousequense of the communication, the-French 
Government declared that its deerees were re. 
voked. As the British Government had ex. 
pressed rbluctance in issning its orders, and 
repeatedly signified a wish to find in the exam. 
pie ot its adversary, an occasion for putting 
an end to them, the expectation was the more 
confident, that’the occasion ‘would be. prompt. 
ly crebraced. This was not done; and the 
period allowed for the purpose having elapsed;, 
our ports became shut to the British ships and 
merchandize.

Hf sacrifiees made for the sake of the whole, 
result more to some than to other distrie:s or 
description of citizens, thisalso is an effect, 
which, though always te be regretted, can 
never beentirely avoided, Whether the ap.

A Gentleman arrived at Ramagate from Ostend, 
stated, that previous te.his departure, a camp had 
heen formed between Ostend and Punkirk, at which 
‘a division of 7000 men had already arrived. * Another 
camp was preparing between Calais and Boulogne, 
for whieh 65,000 men were on their arch.

«* Dover, ruLw 19.—The firing on the. French 
coast, which has been continued for some days past, 
was again observed this morning. * 1t is evidently from 
‘one particular spot, tbe camp reund Boutogoe, aad 
appears to be some nèw experiments of artillery, and 
not in the way of rejoieing, as they chuse the cool 
of the morning, sometinres as early as “four o'clock, 
and again repeat théir frings in the evening. 

‘The extraordinary pyramid, för such it appear: 
tothe naked eye, now erécting on the opposite cnast, 
ts the subject of much speculation kere. Variùus are 
te opinions about ît, but nothing is positively kaown 
as to the cause of ifs erection. Lt has been observed 
to advance in height and rise very fast during the lést 
three weeks. Some Otâcers of ours, wbo have neáred 
itin their cruizers, state, that it stands aboutthree 
miles to the westward of Boulogne, is bilt of wdd, 
apparently in frame-work; is at present about 400 feet 
in height, and the basement covers more than an 
acre of ground, the emugglers say that.it is to be as 
high again when finished, and that 4000 mcn are 
constantly at work in it. If it was intended for a 
place of observation, it would have been of ceurse 
situated on ‘an eminence, which is not the case, as it

_a provision, that in case either. of the Belli 
gerents should revoke its enlawful edicts, and 
the other skould fail to do the same, our ports 
shall be shut to the vessels aúd merchandize of 
the latter. This provision, which, like all 
our previous offers, repelied the very pretext 
set up by each, ‘that its edicts against our 
trade with the other, was required by ‘an ac- 
quiescence in like edicts of the other, was 
equally presented to the attention of both. In 
cousequenee of the communication, the French 
Government declared that its deerees were ro- 
voked. As the British Government had ex. 
pressed rbluctance in issuing its orBers, and 
repeatedly signified a wish ta find in the exam. 
pie of its adversary, an occasion for putting 
an end ta them, the expectation was the more 
conûdent, that‘the occasion would be. prompt. 
ly embraced. This was not done; and the 
period allowed for the purpose having elapsed, 
our ports became shut to the British ships and 
merchandize. Whether the conduct vof the 
French Government had been, and will be 
such as to satisfy the authorised expectations 
of the United States; or whether the British 
Government may have opened, or will open 
the way, for the executive removal of the re- 
strictions on oer commerce with the United 
States, which it continues -in-its power to do, 
by revoking its own unlawfal restrictions on 
ouf commerce, is to be asceftetned by-further 
infermatien, which ‘will be reteived and em. 
ployed by the executive, with thatstrict im. 
partiality, which has been, invariably main. 
tained towards the two Belligerents. 

… Whatever may be the inconvenience result. 
ing in the mean time -frem the non-importa. 
tien act, it was net to ‘häve been ‘supposed, 
that whilst it falls within the necessary power 
and practice of regutating our ‘commercial in. 

‘tercaurse with foreigu countries, according to 
circumstances, theact would be regarded as 
not warranted by the constitution; or that, 
whilstit was partial réstrictton ouly, and had 
for its object an entire freedom of our com. 
merce, by a liberation of it from foreign. re. 
sträctions unlawfully imposcd, it could bè 
viewed as destroying commerce; and, least of 
all, that'a likeness could be seen between a 
law enacted by the representatives of the 
country and acts of a Government in which 
the country was not represented, framed with 
a view to the interest of another country, at 
tie expense of this. E 

Hf appeals to the justice of the Belligerents, 
through their intezests, involve privations on 
our parts also, it ought tó be recollected, that 
this is an effect inseparable from every resort, 
by which one nation can right itself against 
the injustice ef others. … 


Hf sacrifices made for the sake of the whole, 
result more to some than to other distric:s or 
description of citizens, this also is an effect, 
which, though always ta be.regretted, can 
gever be entirely avoided. Whether the ap. 
peal be to the sword, er to interruptions or. 
modifcatiens of customary intercourse, an 
equal operation an every patt of the com. 
munity can tiever happen. Ner would an 
engualified acquiescence in. belligerent restica 
tions on oer commerce, if that.could be re. 
conciled with what the nation owes to itself, 
be less unequal in its effect on different loca 
situatiens and intereêts. . 

In estimating the particular measure which. 
has been adopted by the National Councils, 

it may be reasonably expected, therefore, 
from the candour of enlightened citizens, that 
with the peeuliarity of the public situation, 
they will be iapressed alsa with the difficulty 
of selecfing the course most satisfactory, and 
best suited to diminish its evils or shorten 
their duration; that they will keep in mind, 
that a resort to.war must involve necessary 
restrictions on commerce, and that were no 
measure whatever opposed to the belligerent 
acts against our commerce, it would not only 
remain under the severe restrictions now im. 
posed by foreign haads, but new motives 
would be given fer prolonging aad invigorat. 
ing them.

A Gentleman asrived at Ramagate from Ostend, 
stated, that previous te his departure, a camp had 
heen formed between Ostend and Paakirk, at which 
‘a division of 7000 men had already arrived. « Another 
Camp was preparing between Calais and Boulogne, 
for whieh 65,000 men were on their march. All the 
gun boats at Boulogne had been ordered to be put 
in the best possible condition, and, new craft of. the 
same description was preparing in the adjaceut jorts. 
The Cemmandants and Moyors of. the different towns 
ou the coast had been instracted to provide accummodae 
tion and rations for troops which may arrive’ id their 
vicinity, befvre camp cantonmeuts might be prepared 
for their reception, ft 

We noticed a few days ago the accounts from 
„Dover, mentioning the erectiun of a lofty tower to 
the Kastward of Boulogne. We have been favoured 
with the following comnrunication on the subject: 

“ Dover, sury 19—The fring oa the French 
Coast, which has boen continued for some days past, 
was again observed this moraing: * 1t is evidently trom 
‘one particular spof, the camp reund Boulogne, and 
appears to be some new experiments of artillery, and 
not in the way of rejoieing, as they chuse the cool 
of the morning, sometimes as early as ‘four o'clock, 
and again repeat their rings in the evening. 

‘* The extraordinary pyramid, fúr such it appears 
tothe naked eye, now erécting on the opposite coast, 
is the subject of much speculation kere. Variùus are 
te opinions about it, but nothing is positively kaowa 
as to the cause of its erection. Ít has been observed 
to advance in height and rise very fast during the lást 
three weeks. Some Officers of ours, who have neared 
itin their cruizers, state, that it stands about three 
miles to the westward of Boulogne, is bilt of wood, 
apparently in frame-work ; is at present about 400 feet 
ia height, and thé basement covers more than an 
acre of ground, the smugglers say that it is to he as 
high again when finished, and that 4000 men are 
Constantly at work in it. 1f it was intended for a 
place of observation, it would have ‘been of course 
situated on ‘an eminence, which is not the Case, as it 
stands inshore about a mile, at the bottom of a hill.”
